EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the Claims 

In claims 1 and 5: on line 4, before "focal", "the" has been replaced with - a --, 
otherwise "the focal length" recited has no antecedent basis. 

In claim 8: on line 1 , "comprises" has been changed to - comprising --; and on 
line 5, after "refraction", ~ as the one optical part - has been inserted to show functional 
connection between lines 1-4 with the remaining lines of the claim. 

In claim 12: on line 5, "one of the plurality of optical parts" has been replaced with 
- the one optical part - for same reason as in claim 8 above. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: References of 
record, taken singly or in combination, fail to teach or fairly suggest the variable power 
optical system of independent claim 1 wherein either a second optical part (for reflection 
or transmission) or a third optical part (for refraction) is designed in such a way to have 
a guide that is in contact partly with a first optical part (for refraction) to restrict the 
moving direction of the first optical part which is movably held between the second 
optical part and the third optical part, with the movability in that direction of the first 
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optical part being to impart a focal change of the system. With respect to the variable 
power optical system of independent claim 5, only two optical parts are called for, one of 
which is movable to change a focal length of the system, and it is for refraction; and the 
other is stationary, and it is made from plastics. With the same guide configuration 
designed for the stationary optical part of claim 5, the functional operation of this system 
is similar to that of claim 1 . Regarding independent claims 8 and 1 2, it is noted, 
respectively, the scope of each is substantially the same as that claim 1 and 5.
